Money Needed to Finance the Propo- 


sition of the Osteopaths to Remove 
Causes of Disease Through Mechan- 
ical Adjustment Instead of Medical 
Methods of Treatment.

Philadelphia, August. 6.—Militant 


Osteopathy was decided upon at the 
convention of the American O-steo- 
pathic association Wednesday. 
The 


convention declared for the removal 
of the cause of disease by mechanical 
adjustment in place of the medical 
method of the treatment of symptoms 
by means of drugs or other agencies. 


A million dollars is solicited from 


the public for the endowment of the 
osteopathic research institute which 
the practitioners have established and 
paid for out of their 
own pockets. 


This is now in running order on 
small ecale but needs immediately a 
large endowment in order to enable it 
to perform its work to the best ad- 
vantage. 
This is the only research 


institution in the world financed ex- 
clusively by physicians. 
' Dr. R. Kenrick Smith, of Boston re- 
ferred to the great work being done 
by the American Medical association, 
in the propagation of publicity re- 
garding the prevention 
of 
disease, 


citing in particular the fact that allo- 
pathic physicians spoke from the pul- 
pit in fifty churches in 
Philadelphia 


during the June convention of the 
medical association.

Very few of the twirlers in the big 
leagues are using it today, and those 
who do are using it sparingly. The 
wise pitchers have cast it aside, know- 
ing that even though the use of the 
moist fling may add to their strength 
of -victories it will mean the shorten- 
ing of their careers. 


Jack Chebboro, used it back in 1904 


when he almost pitched the Yankees 
into the leadership of the league. But 
the use of the spit-ball 
practically 


ruined Chesboro as a star performer. 
Ed. Walsh used the spit-ball for sev- 
eral years and his success was pheno- 
menia.l But the price was high, for 
Walsh's arm today is in such condi- 
tion that he never knows whether it 
will serve him the full route or whe- 
ther a kink will appear and force him 
to surrender the hurling job to a re- 
lief pitcher. 


They don't come back, eh? 
Well, 


look at what "Slim" Caldwell, a 
Yankee twirler, is doing these day. 


"Slim," rcgaided as "all in" at the 


close of the 1913 season, has 
won 


eighteen games anil lost seven this 
year for an average of .7.20 against a 
team average slightly over .400. The 
best part of CaUUv ell's showing 
is 


that practically all of his games have 
been small hit and small lun affaiis, 
with about a half dozen shutout vic- 
tories mixed in. 


If Caldwell, pitching in his present 


form, had the batting 
and fielding

Belgium had been expected here and 
the outcome is being awaited with 
great interest by the general staff. 
The belief is that the Belgians for the 
present will confine themselves to ob- 
structive tactics on the German fron- 
tier, feiting and skirmishing and fall- 
ing back so' as to reduce their per- 
centage of loss and losing no oppoi1' 
tunity to harass the advancing Ger- 
man army, and, if possible, to cut its 
line of communication. 


While this is going on American 


strategists believe the French forces, 
which are very 
numerous in 
the 


neighborhood of Rheims, and to the 
north and south of that fortress, will 
come to the aid of the Belgians. 
Thus, is was suggester, within one 
year of a century after the defeat of 
Napoleon at Waterloo the Germans 
and French and Belgians may again 
come together in a desperate and de- 
cisive battle in
